He wants the city to have power to stop the 
overcrowding of street cars, to compel the run- 
ning of more cars, to force the proper equipment, 
lighting, héating and ventilation of cars. If the 
United Railways cannot be compelled to do these 
things, he wants the city empowered to buy or 
build subways or surface lines or any other public 
utilities. - 

In the new charter the city is empowered to do 
al] these things. A | : 

Here is a way to-the solution of the gravest 
problem which confronts St. Louis. Inadequat 
street car service hafhpers' progress, arrests 
growth and congests population. 

Under the present charter the city is helpless. 

The United Railways cannot improve conditions 
if it wants to. Only under the duress of losing its 
monopoly can it be stirred into action to meet the 
emergency. It is the vietim of reckless financing 

In the coming financial statement of the United 
Railways the value of its properties will be given 
as $103,272,000, a figure near enough the par value 
of its mass of stocks and bonds to satisfy practical 
financial requirements. 

What the actual value of the company’s proper- 
ties is can only be guessed at. There is authority 
for the belief that the whole system could be re- 
produced for $25,000,000: If it were obligated to 
earn returns’on double that sum the amount of 
water in the stocks would not be embarrassing. 
But it must earn or have the prospect of earning 
pret on its whole ludicrously exaggerated capi- 
ta¥ization. 

Ample evidence of present and prospective in- 
ability to do this is found in the policy it has 
adopted at the end of the most prosperous year in 
its history. The large sum it has “charged off” 
for depreciation represents in part -the natural 
deterioration of the properties from use and in 
part the failure through financial stress to keep 
the property up to a reasonable standard of 
efficiency. 

The company has been unable to earn enough 
tc make possible the proper maintenance of its 
properties and to pay dividends and interest, too, 
even when its business has broken all records. 

This condition is the natural result of fco 
enthusiastic overcapitalization. A net income of 
$3,631,671 would, under approximately honest 
conditions of capitalization, give the company’s 
security holders ample returns on investment, 
leave a good sum for surplus and also provide the 
million a year that must be spent for an indefinite 
period if the company is to discharge with any 
degree of satisfaction its primary duty to keep the 
properties it has in fit condition to give good 
servicé. 

But extensions of the system to keep pace with- 
the growth and aid in the development of the 
city are not to be thought of. 

The price of the inordinate stock watering must 
be paid by the city in arrested progress and re- 
stricted growth and expansion, or the city must 
be empowered to compel the United Railways to 
act, or have the right to act for itself. 

The provisions of the new charter offer for this 
transportation situation every remedy that law 
ean offer. They make it possible to solve the 
problem. They make possible new, better, larger 
and modern transportation facilities. If the char- 
ter fails to pass St. Louis will grow, progress and 
improve just as much as the street railway 
monopoly will and can permit, and no more.

Contrary to the Ohio custom the people of 
Danville, Ill., show no disposition to come for- 
ward and tel] what they know about buying and 
selling votes. There is an exodus from Dan- 
ville.

In the front of the houses the blinds 
are drawn and the doorbells are unanswered.

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PEONAGE AND PUNISHMENT. 

After trial during twelve months, the system 
of “work paroles” for first offenders with which 
Gov. Hadley has" been experimenting, gives re- 
sults which justify continuing it until it is fully 
tested. As it has been applied in the case of 
young men, convicted of first offenses, it is now 
reported that only three out of over a hundred, 
violated the paroles under which they were 
“bound out” to service in charge of employers, 
selécted as suitable for the experiment.

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A MINISTERIAL HUMAN DOCUMENT. 


From the Literary Digest. 

While the average minister’s salary outside of 
cities does not rise above $1000—a figure about 
on a par with that of the unskilled laborer, hu- 
man documents like one printed by the Standard 
(Baptist, Chicago) need cause no surprise. It 
comes from a minister who tells why he is quit- 
ting his profession to enter business. The editor 
of this paper tells us that the letter was not 
intended for publication; and the early part of it 
shows that it was addressed to an old friend of 
seminary days, who with the writer had “talked 
of the future and painted pictures of what we 
were to do for the kingdom of God.” Twenty- 
ive years have passed and the old friend is given 
the reasons that led to this man’s decision to de- 
sert the active ministry. Thus: 

“To be perfectly honest with you, money has 
had much to do with my decision. I think you 
will not charge me with being mercenary in those 
days when you knew me well, and I am not con- 
scious of caring more for money now than I did 
then. I have never desired to be rich; I do not 
now desire to be. I. have not gone into business 
with any expectation of making 4 fortune, but I 
do want to save something for the years when I 
can no longer work, and for my family, if I should 
be taken from them. I do want to be able to meet 
my bills as they fall due. A month ago in our 
ministers’ meeting an old minister, shabby almost 
to raggedness, arose and told us that he and his 
wife were on the verge of starvation. He had 
no money, his credit was exhausted, they had no 
food, noscoal, and were about to be put upon the 
street because they could not pay, the rent. We 
raised some $30 among us and gave it to him, and 
I suppose he will go to the home for aged minis- 
ters; but it scared me. I saw myself in him. 
What reason have I to expect that I shall not be 
where he is, 20 years from now? 

“Prugality? Well, I have not been thriftless. 
Wife and I have tried hard to lay by a little each 
year. We did get $500 saved up, and then Edna 
was taken with tuberculosis and it all went, and 
much more, before God took her home. I had 
$1000 per year from the church at B They 
paid it promptly, and possibly some men would 
have been able to save something out of it each 
year. We tried our best, and failed. Once the 
church thought of increasing the pastor’s salary, 
but Deacon Edmunds argued that the minister 
should trust God; said that when he began life 
he only had an income of $200 for the first year; 
spoke of the joys of Christian sacrifice; pointed 
to the Saviour of the world and his self-at nega- 
tion, and the salary was not increased. I may 
say that the deacon is supposed to be worth not 
less than $200,000. Then I was called to this field 
at $1200 per year. I have been here seven years, 
and there has never been a month since the be- 
ginning when my salary has been paid promptly. 
At times the. church has owed me $600 and $700. 
I have borrowed -and paid interest, have ‘stood 
off’ my creditors until was ashamed to go upon 
the street, have scrimped and twisted and wiggled 
until my soul wag raw. I’ve had enough.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—Stating that he 


believes the National Progressive 
League, recently organized at Wash- 


ington, has for its real purpose the fos- 
tering of Col. Theodore Roosevelt’s am- 
bition to serve a third term as Presi- 
dent, Jamés A. Edgerton, an editorial 
and magazine writer of prominence, to- 
day infermed the Post-Dispatch that he 
first suggested the formation of such an 
organization in an article submitted 
to “The Outlook,”’ which was not used, 
but returned to him. 

“IT elaborated the plan. in an article, 
and, on Dec. 19, sent it to “‘The Out- 
leok,” said Mr. Edgerton. ‘‘Jan. 4 I got 
ft back wath a letter praising it as a 
practical plan that would make for 
national welfare if carried out, but stat- 
ing that “The Outlook’’ could not un- 
dertake to organize such a body. 

“The league was organized at Wash- 
ington, Jan. 21, and it has subsequently 
come out that, before forming it, the 
prime movers were in consultatien with 
Col. Roosevelt. 

“It does seem strange to me, to say 
the least, that the plan adopted at 
Washington was precisely the one I had 
eutiined, even to name, object, the state- 
ment that it was not to be a new party 

_. and for the most part the declaration 
- 4. of principles.” 


Another Calis It “Significant.” 
Mr. Edgerton did not say that it was 


the paper he submitted to “The Out: 
look” that furnished Col. Roosevelt 
with the necessary inspiration for the 
founding of the National Progressive 
League, but in the course of his state- 
ment to the Post-Dispatch, he declared: 

“The Colonel never initiates. He ap- 
propriates. He took conservation from 
Pinchot, the cenference of Governors 
from William George Jordan and mest 
of his other ddeas from Bryan.”’ 

Mr. Edgerton said he regarded as 
Significant the fact that the National 
‘Progressive League was formed 
closely following the. return of his ar- 
ticle from ‘‘The Outlook.” It was lit- 
tle short of coincidence, he added, that 
the declaration of principles on the part 
of the Progessive League differed from 
those outlined by him ‘in only three 
notable exceptions. 


“ “Open to Suspicion of Plagiarism.” 
Mr. Edgerton, who is a keen political 


observer, having for years been active- 
ly engaged in political battles ing Ne- 
braska, Colorado and the Far West. as- 
Serts that ©ol. Roosevelt is open to sus- 
picion of plagiarism in view of the fact 
that he, Edgerton, first suggested and 
elaborated the plan for the National Pro- 
gressive League. 

“A similar case in point,’’ asserted Mr. 
Edgerton, “is that of William George 
Jordon, whom I have already men- 

_ tioned. Mr. Jordon, a prominent edi- 
_ terial and magazine writer, conceived 
the idea of a House of Governors. He 
got out a pamphlet outlining the prop- 
osition. Mr. Jordon sent copies to vari- 
ous Governers and one to Col. Roose- 
velt, then President. Shortly thereafter. 
Mr. Roosevelt announced he had jit 
upon the idea of a conference of Gov- 
ernors and proposed to call onc. 
“I was familiar with the entire situ 
' tion. Last year, I wrete to Phase 
_ Governors and said Mr. Jordon as the 
Originator of the House of Governors 
idea, should receive due | recognition. 
_ Ag a result Mr. Jordon was invited to 
' the last conference. He attended. 
Shortly thereafter, he was made secre-

The story of last week's cotton market 


is largely a repetition of the many that 
have gone before this season. The mar- 
ket moved within narrow limits, with a 
good buying development on declines, 
which always prove ample to ra.iy the 
market in the face of half-hearte® bear- 
ish perssure. 

Barly Monday sales were 2 poiats 
below Saturday's closing prices on 
the strength of the Government's re- 
port of 167,000 bales ginned from Jan. 1 
to Jan 16, compared with 140,000 bales 
last year. The number was somewhat 
higher than expected. Values recov- 
ered slightly during the day, but the 
close was at a net loss of 11 to 15 points. 
A sharp rally Tuesday carried prices 13@ 
14 points higher. Toward the end of the 
week values had not moved far from 
this level. 

Bulla Thought to Be Sellers. 

There appears to be no disposition at 
this time on the part or the men who 
bought large quantities of cotton last 
year with the idea of receiving it to 
repeat their progrom this year. As a 
matter of fact it is thought among weli- 
posted dealers that the bulls have been 
heavy sellers of late and now have their 
long lines greatly reduced. The techni- 
cal position remains sound and thé mhar- 
ket continues to be dominated by the 
conservative action of the holders of cot- 
ton on one hand, trade demand on the 
other and both seem wiiling to trade 
around the 1l5-cent level, but not far 
from it. 

For a time it looked as if the back- 
bone of market support, the’ Manches- 
ter demand, would be withdrawn, as the 
orders from there were reported to be 
slackening. This condition, however, 
was of brief duration and Manchester 
is in the market as a buyer again this 
week and the Continent has also come 
in as a better buyer.

The beef steer market last week was 
irregular, starting lower, then higher, 
and closing on a barely steady to 10@l5c 
lower basis. The big weight steers, 
1300 pounds and better, were the classes 
in poorest demand. These sold slowly 
most days, while the market for the 
lighter weights was fairly active, even 
though irregular and weaker than the 
week previous. Choice steers, 1300 to 
1550 pounds, have been plentfful at $6.35@ 
6.65, though good to choice yearlings,

The heifer market indicated a slow 
tone throughout the week, closing with 
a 15@25c decline. Big weight heifers, 
those 800 to 1000 pounds, had the big 
end of the decline, and were slowest in 
selling, many good fat heifers of these 
weights being cashed at $6@5.75. Good 
fat handy weight herfers in full loads, 
sold at $5.85 top, while some few se- 
lected small bunches landed at $6@7,26. 
Large share of medium to good kinds 
sold at $4.75@5.40, and common and 
fleshy grades largely $4.25@4.60. 

Cow Market a Feature. 

Barring a dull and steady to 10c low- 
er cow market at the finish, trade was 
active during earlier days, and market 
higher. However, late business ‘ast 
week manifest a 10@l5c rise over the 
week prior. The bull trade was ac- 
tive and steady throughout the session, 
with sales ranging at $4.2@6.50. Prime 
cows topped at $6,. most or tne good to 
choice at $5@5.50, and medium to good 
at $4.10@4.8.

8.85. 

Hogs Lower on Big Suppty. 

A good liberal supply of hogs arrived 
each day last week and the total rfum- 
ber is pretty close to as large as this 
market has received any week for sev- 
eral months. A large proportion of the 
hogs were pigs and lights and a good 
many of them were not very good 
quality. Plenty of good medium and 
heavy hogs were also on the market. 

Pigs and lights that were good qual- 
ity sold well, all week by reason of a 
good demand from shippers. They 
made a slight advance over the previous 
week--while the heavier hogs were on 
the decline most all week. The good 
number received gave the buyers the 
advantage and they forced the market 
down as much as possible. 

Good pigs and lights went from $8@ 
8.25 while the poorer grades sold from 
$6.50@7.50, according to quality. Butcher 
hogs sold largely from $7.80@8 with a 
few the fore part of the week as high 
as $8.10. Packers gave the sellers 
trouble. The first of the week they 
bought hogs around $8, but towards the 
end of the week they secured just 
as good hogs as anyone could want 
from $7.60@7.75. The market was very 
weak after the first. two days and 
closed at the low point. 

Sheep Demand Well Supplied. 

The sheep trade was well supplied 
last week, the greater proportion of the 
offerings being Westerns, although there 
was a fair sprinkling of natives offered 
for this season of the year. Most of the 
arrivals were pretty good, but there 
was a good many on sale that were not 
as fat as they should have been to meet 
with the best demand.

Two 
years ago he raced some horses in 
partnership with an Englishman.

car Chitwood, the young prisoner 
who was mysteriously murdered in the 
yard of the Garland County Jail, this 
city, last @hristmas night, is being 
mede public in the hearing of the 


presented by counsel for Ben Murray 


and John Rutherford, deputy sher- 
iff«, charged with this crime and held 
without bail to await the action of 
the grand jury. 

For more than a month the public 
has waited anxiously for the one fea- 
ture concerning this crime that was 
deried them—the’ statements 
at the Coroner's inquest by prisoners 
in the county jail. The testimony of 
these men and women was heard if 
secret session. The prisoners posi- 
tively declined to testify in open 
court, but during the hearing on 
Murray and kRutherford's petition, 
which, if granted, will enable- them 
to be admited tofbond, the statements 
made by men and women in jail at 
the time are being made public. 

Rutherford has maintained that a 
mob took Chitwood from him as he 
was conveying him from the county 
to the city jail, preparatory to trans- 
ferring him to the State prison at 
Little Rock; that this mob, «which, 
Rutherford states, numbered 30 to 40 
men, met him outside the jail door. 

Now it develops that every prisoner 
in the jail at that time refutes this 
statement and declares’that no sound 
of a mob was heard. They tell in 
detail how Rutherford: silently en- 
tered the jail, quietly unlocked the 
door of Chitwood’s cell, awakened 
the prisoner and told him to get ready 
to go to the city fail. Most @ the 
prisoners were awake. 

Women Prisoners Locked Up, 

The women. prisoners testify that 
early that evening they had. been 
locked in their cells for the first time 
during their incarceration. It had 
been the custom to permit them to 
sleep in the corridor, but on the night 
Chitwood was killed they were cursed 
and driven into their » cells. They 
told of Rutherford shoving Chitwood 
through the outer door of the jail 
intu the little enclosure . that had 
been erected around .the gallows 
where Harry Poe, a negro was hanged 
in September, and of Rutherford’s 
statement to Chitwood, who drew 
back as he saw the form of a large 
man standing outside the door, that 
“This ig the man who is going to take 
you to the city jail.’”’ 

The women testified to hearing Chit- 
life . be 
spared. Rutherford had handcuffed 
Chitwood's wrists together, making him 
helpless. Previously it had been Ruth- 
erford’s custom to lock one handcuf? 
on Chitwood and the other on himself. 

Sheriff Sid Houpt was abseht, accord- 


jing to the evidence, at the time Chit- 


wood was killed: Ghitwood had ‘been 
convicted of the murder of Shériff Jake 
Houpt, a brother of the present officer. 
Chitwood’s brother, George Chitwood, 
was killed at the Courthouse in a pistol 
battle with Sheriff Jake Houpt, who was 
also killed. Sid Houpt succeeded his 
brother as Sheriff. Chitwood had been 
sentenced to prison for life. 


Strange Voice Replies. 

The prisoners in the county jail swear 
that Chitwood, when pushed into the 
gallows inclosure, cried: 

“O, please, please, do not kill me. Give 
me atrial. O, please, please, do not do 
that.”’ 

“T’ll give you this G-—— d-— you,’ 
the prisoners swear they heard a voice, 
not Rutherford’s, reply. Three shots 
rang out in quick succession, and Oscar 
Chitwood fell dead. The sound of a 
horse being driven rapidly away was 
heard by the prisoners. Then Ruther- 
ford called for help and declared a mob 
had taken the prisoner from him. 

Sheriff Sid Houpt has maintained that 
he was out of the city when Chitwood 
was. murdered. He did not return until 
five days after the crime. The Coro- 
ner’s jury held Murray and Rutherford 
responsible for Chitwood’s death, to- 
gether “‘with others to the jury un- 
known,” 

None of the prisoners recognized the 
mysterious person who was seen to 
grab Chitwood. An effort was made 
to choke Chitwood into insensibility, 
after which it was their intention to 
hang him on the scaffold where Poe 
was hanged. This is borne out by the 
fact that a rope was found hanging over 
the cross beam of the scaffold, anu 
this rope has been identified by H. E. 
Broughton of this city as one he gave 
Sheriff Jake Houpt with which to harg 
Poe, and which was never returned to 
him. Broughton was % near relative 
of the negro’s victim, and he offered to 
furnish the rope with which to hang 
Poe, provided it should be returned as a 
souvenir. Physicians declined to permit 
the use of the rope, stating that it was 
too thin and would cut the negro’s neck.

The hearing of the application for a 
writ of habeas corpus promises to ve 
as long and as interesting as the cor- 
oner’s inquest. It is the intention of 
counsel for Murray and Rutherford to 
recall the prisoners who testified before 
the coroner's inquest and crass-examine 
them. The prisoners were promised 
that any statement made at the inquest 
would never become known and it is 
not likely they will welcome’ cross-ex- 
}amination.

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Recommends Repeal of Eight- 
Hour Law Restrictions in Build- 
ing Two New Ships. 


INCREASE IN PAY CASH 


Bureau of Equipment Is Given 
Another Year to Show Its 
Value to Department. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Carrying a 
‘otal of $125,421,538, the naval appropria- 
‘ion bill was reported to the House to- 
fay by Chariman Foss of the Naval Af- 
‘airs Committee, 

The bill carries $5,929,316 less than the 
uurrent appropriation and $2,044,621 lesa 
han the estimates submitted by the 
javy Department. 

The increase of the navy program 
alls for an appropriation of $34,270,816, 
f which $15,832,928 for the first year is 
ysserted in the present bill. This in- 
fease contemplates two battleships of 
7,000 tons at $11,835,408 each, two colliers 
t $1,000,000 each, eight torpedo boat de- 
itroyers at $825,000 each, and four sub- 
marines at $500,000 each. The cost as 
wiven is estimated on the basis of build- 
ng by private contract without restrict- 
on. 

The bill increases ‘the ifmit of cost of 
he battleship Florida, now being built 

t the New York Navy Yard, for hull 
nd machinery exclusive of armor and 
rmament from $6,000,000 to $6,400,000. 

Cellier Cut $800,000. 

Because of the extra expense the bill 
repeals the provisions in last year's 
naval act which authorized one battle- 
ship to be built In a navy yard. The 
contract for the Florida’s sister ship was 
let well within the limit of cost, while 
the estimates for building the Florida, 
for all purposes the same ship, in the 
navy yard, exceeded the limit of cost 
for hull machinery by $1,500,000, or a total 
of $7,500,000. 

Both these ships are directed to be 
built under the eight-hour law restric- 
tions. The committee recommends re- 
peal of this requirement and also of 
the provision that not more than one of 
the battleships provided for in last 
year’s naval act shall be built by the 
same contracting party. 

The committee recommends that the 
rollier authorized in the naval act of 
1908 to be built in a Pacific Coast navy 
rard, be constructed by private contract 
with a cost limit of $1,000,000, against an 
estimated navy yard cost of $1,800,000. 

Owing to an increased number of of- 
ficers and a rise in the pay of many 
officers, due to length of service, an in- 
crease of $1,403,490 in the pay of the 
navy is provided for. 

An increase of $150,000 for torpedoes 
and appliances ts. made. 

Longer Trial for Bureau. 

The subject of the discontinuance of 
the Bureau of Equipment under the re- 
organization of the department, which 
has given rise to prolonged controversy, 
is dismissed by the committee with the 
recommendation that the trial of the 
present plan be extended for another 
year in order to test it thoroughly. 

To facilitate a better co-ordination in 
public works, the committee has con- 
solidated under the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks all the public works of the 
entire naval establishment. Under this 
head the bill makes the following met 

propriations for 1912: 

Pearl Harbor naval station, Kigienae 
to be the principal naval station to the 
Pacific, $2,262,000, together with $800,000 
for a \100-ton floating crane for use 
there; a provision increasing by $800,- 
000 the limit of cost of the floating 
‘crane at Boston; repairs and preserva- 
tion at navy yards and stations and ap- 
propriations for the variosu navy yards 
and stations ranging from $988,000 to 
$32,000. 

The department's recommendation for 
$1,000,000 for coal depots at strategic. 
. points was cut in half.

“You Need Some New Ears,”’ He 
Tells Those Who Complain 
of Low Tones. 





JUDGE REBUKES LAWYERS 


Man With Five Autos Tells Why 
He Has Telephone in 
Woman’s Name. 


Adolphus §. Peper, who inherited 
property worth $300,000 from the 
estate of his father, the late Chris- 
tian Peper, tobacco magnate, and who 
owns five automobiles and lives in a 
humble cottage at 46 West Belle 
place, wag on trial ih the Probate 


-+Court yesterday in insanity proceed- 


ings instituted against him by his 
brother, Charles G. Peper of Louis- 
ville, 

At the instance of Col. Bell and 
Charlies Peper, a guard of four deputy 
sheriffs and two city detectives was in 
court and surrounded Peper. It was 
feared by the two men that he might 
start trouble. Before court convened, 
Peper was searched, but no weapon was 
found. 

In the application for the appoint- 
ment of a guardian, it was alleged 
that Adolphus Peper was of unsound 
mind and unable to manage his af- 
fairs. Peper, resisting the case, de- 
clared on the witness stand that his 
Hrother and brother-in-law, Col. 
Nicholas M. Bell, were trying to send 
him to an insane asylum. _— 

Peper resented insinuations that he 
Was never married to the woman 
‘whom he calls his wife and who, he 
testified, received $45,000 in stock of 
the United States Steel Corporation 
as @ present from him. He asserted 
that the wedding ceremony was per- 
formed in Illinois, but refused to tell 
former Circuit Judge Williams, who 


represents Charles Peper, what town. | 


‘“T am happy with my wife and all I 
ask is to be let alone,” he exclaimed. 
Telephone in Wife's Name, 

Peper was asked why the telephone 
in hig home appears in the name of 
Madeline Herbert. He explained that 
it was done to keep members of his 
family from annoying him about be- 
ing married. 

Peper was placed on the stand by the 
prosécution, and at times testified in- 
coherently. He declined to admit that 
he wrote to his brother Charles that he 
had employed five men to kiN him, but 
he declared no judge would order him 
hanged for killing a man who sought to 
have him put in an asylum. 

While Peper was testifying, several 
jurors complained they could not hear 
what he said. 

“You better get your ears fixed,” he 
told them. When Probate Judge Holt- 
camp directed him to speak louder the 
witness retorted, ‘‘Perhaps an ear 
trumpet would help your hearing some.” 


Thinks Others Queer. 
Peper said he thought he wags as 


sensible as some wh0d say his mind is 
unsound. 

“Is Col. Bell crazy?’’ Judge Williams 
asked.. “I don’t know, but I would hate 
to be alone with him in a room,” Peper 
answered. He was asked why he left 
the city so hurriedly after his attack 
on Col. Bell a few days ago. ,“If they 
were after you like they were after me, 
you would be in a hurry, too,” said 
Peper. 

Peper admitted that he made the at- 
tack on his brother-in-law in the office 
of the Christian Peper, Tobacco Co. and 
added, “I would have beat him and beat 
him so hard he couldn't have seen, if it 
had not beer for employes tn -the of- 
fice.” Bell is suing Peper for $100,000 
damages on account of the assault. 

The witness was told toe tell his age 
and he answered, “I am old enough to 
have sense. I'll tell you how old I am— 
I am 47,” referring to a memorandum as 
he spoke. He testified that his wife's 
mother and sister live in the West Belle 
place house with him. The wife was 
not In court, but her mother and sister 
were present. Peper said she was sick. 

Listened to Music. 

Col. Bell testified concerning the at- 
tack on him by Peper, ’'and of his 
friendship for the defendant. “T aid 
not want insanity proceedings 
brought, and opposed such harsh 
methods unfil the last,” said Bell. “TI 
have the deepest sympathy for htm, 
ana have been his warm friend for 
years.” 

As an instance of his consideration, 
Bell said that he submitted to Peper’s 
calling him on the telephone to listen 
to his playing @ jewsharp and beat- 
ing a drum. “He imagined he was 
a musician, and I thought it my duty 
to be charitable and humor him,” the 
witness declared. 


Bell was asked to describe Peper’s 
character. “He's restless, parsimon- 
ious, stingy and “grasping,” said the 
brother-in-law. “With all that, he 
has five automobiles. Some he keeps 
at the old Peper Home, 4445 San Fran- 
cisco avenue, and the others he keeps 
in @ garage. ‘He has been arrested 
three or four times for speeding. I 
know because I was called out of bed 
late at night to bail him out of jail. 

“Recently I adviseq the Chief of 
Police to order Adolphus te cease act- 
ing as his own chauffeur, as I consid-

LUNDON, Jan. 29.—The News of the 


World says that King George's ‘advisers 
have instituted criminal libel proceed- 
ings, with the object of ending once for 
all rumors freely circulated for years, 
that His Majesty, when Prince of 
Wales, was morganatically married to 


a daughter of an Admiral at Malta. 

The defendant is Edward F. Mylilus, 
who is said to be connected with the 
Liberator, published in Paris, which 
printed the statements on which the 
libel charge is based: Mylius was re- 
cently arrested and arraigned in Bow 
street Court, committed for trial and 
sent to jail. Subsequently bail was 
fixed at $100,000. 

According to a statement in the Liber- 
ator, the defendant intends te fight a 
plea of justification, and also to subpena 
the King as a witness. The constitution- 
al law, however, makes it impossible for 
His Majesty to give evidence in his 
own courts, notwithstanding he may be 
eager to do so. 

The Morning Post published a long 
article on the constitutional law in such 
an unusual case, saying that the pelics 
arrested Mylius during a legal vaca- 
tion, and had abstained from charging 
him in a police court, accerding to the 
usual procedure. 

The application was made to the va- 
cation of the Judge in Chambers who 
iesued a writ of habeas corpus and then 
committed him te custody, fixing bai) 
at $100,000. | 

The result of this action of the police 
was that Mylius was legally committei 
without publicity, and until recently th. 
London papers have made but brief ref- 
erence to the case.

PLENTY OF MUNITIONS 


American Gunboat on Way to 
Point of Attack Will Permit 
No Fighting in Town. 


By_4ssociated Press. 
ChIBA, Honduras, Jan, 28.—With the 


capture of Ceiba, the revolutionists 
have become active and intend to make 
an early attack on Puerto Cortez. They 
elo not expect much resistance at that 
point. Gen. Bonilla arrived in Ceiba 
from Tujillo by boat, Thursday, and 
the preparations are under his super- 
vision. 

The schooner Romeria, with 100 revo- 
lutionary troops, sailed at an early houf 
this morning. Her probable destination 
ig Utilla Island, now held by rebels. 
Two schooners and ‘three sloops are 
available as transports and it is in- 
tended to mobilize a large force and 
transport as many men as possible with- 
in striking distance of Puerto Cortez. 

Since the fall of Ceiba, Gen. Bonilla 
has five machine guns, two Gatling 
guns and a large quantity, of ammuni- 
tion at his disposal, in addition to his 
original supplies, which were abundant. 

The United States gunboat Marietta 
is now on her way to Puerto Cortez and 
is expected to arrive there Sunday morn- 
ing. The British cruiser Brilliant, it is 
understood, will reach -Puerto Cortez 
during the day. 

The American warship will permit no 
fighting in the town, and it is believed 
that similar instructions have been giv- 
en to the commander of the British 
cruiser. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—To investi- 
gate reports-that the Honduran revo- 
lutionary gunboat Hornet obtained her 
arms from Guatemalan sources, the 
American gunboat Tacoma is now at 
Livingston, Guatemala.

Former Judge Daniel G. Taylor has 
been authorized to write bills, for early 
introduction in the Missouri General 
Assembly, embodying the recommenda- 
tions of the.Citizens’ Defense Commit- 
tee for the more perfect regulation of 
‘the liquor traffic. 

The important provisions in the bills 
will be: 

Limiting the number of saloons to 
for each 600 inhabitants of St. 


Increasing saloon licenses to $1000 


a year. 
Kéauiting all clubs’ that serve 
liquor to members to take out li- 
censes at $250 a year. . 
Permitting hotels having a regular 
bar to serve registered guests in 
their rooms or fn the dining room 
on Sundays by taking out a special 
license at $600.0 year. | 
Judge Taylor was chairman of a sub- 
committe’ of the Citizens’ Defense Com- 
mittee that made an exhaustfve inquiry 
into the liquor laws and p &actices of 
other states and foreign cou tries. The 
other members of the commiitee were 
Cyrus P. Walbridge, James \. Smith, 
Harry B. Hawes, Sam ID. Capen, G. 
H. Walker and George J. Tansey. 
Examined Other Lavoe. 
“After the November election the 
question arose whether the Citizens’ De- 


fense Committee should disband,” said}. 


Judge Tayior yesterday to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “The committee 
_ €onducted the campaign against prohi- 
bition. After mature consideration it 
was decided to make investigation of 
the liquor laws of other states and 
countries, and the practices under them 
with a view of making recommendations 
for @ more perfect regulation of the 
traffic. 

“We had the laws of 22 states and En- 

gland, France and Canada investigated, 
and also the practices under the laws. 
In addition we invited suggestions from 
many hundred people who had given 
thought to the liquor traffin. The sug- 
gestion most frequently made in the 
letters or personal interviews was that 
saioons should be Imited as to num- 
bers. Many suggested higher !icenses, 
some that dramshop keepers and manu- 
- facturers of liquors should be disbarred 
Ler office holding or active participa- 
tion in politics, that clubs should be 
Jicensed and regulated, and that brew- 
ers should not be permitted to sign the 
bonds of saloon keepers. 
_ “The committee decided to recommend 
that hotels be permitted to sel] drinks 
to their guests on Sundays for this 
reason: The hotel is the home, at least 
temporarily, of its guests, and they 
ought to be entitled to the same freedom 
that a person has in his own home. 

‘Many people complained that the 
traveling men, who formerly came to 
St. Louls to spend Sunday, go else- 
where. 


Hotel Men Not Asked. 
“The hotel men were not consulted. 


We did not ask them for recommenda- 
, tions. At no time were the interests of 
the liquor; dealers and - manufacturers 
considered. Our sole object was to in- 
vestigate the question of regulation and 
make recommendations that would give 
Missouri the best possible control over 
the traffic. : 

“We decided to recommend that the 
Meense be increased to $1000 from $800, to 
“maintain revenue as the number of sa- 
loons decrease, but primarily to make

saloons restricted, licenses will be 
more valuable and owners will be 
hoe to run the risk of losing them by 
violating the law.

“An increase in the cost of a saloon 
license—even to thea amount of $1000— 
commends itself to me as especially 
wise. By enhancing the value of a 
license to engage in the saloon business, 
it seems te me, the State would raise 
the standard of that business. Such 
an investment, coupled with the capital 
represented by stock and fixtures, would 
put saloon. keepers under a, sort of bond 
to keep the law, and would tend to re- 
move from their ranks the incautious 
and reckless. 

Insurance Against Degradation. 

“A reduction in the number of sa- 
loons in St. Louis is another suggestion 
which I share in common with a great 
many saloon keepers. 
ginning to realize that saloons which 
are facing deadly eompetition are likely 
to resort to illicit methods of increas- 
ing their revenue. Such practices hurt 
the conscientious saloon keeper by put- 
ting him at a disadvantage. 

“As a:further insurance against the 
degradation of the saloon business, a 


establishing: a fair ratio of dramshops 
to population would be an excellent pro- 
vision in connection with the transfer- 
ence of licenses. A saloon keeper would 
hesitate to risk violating the law when 
he understood that In addition to los- 
ing the cost of his license he would 
be debarred from obtaining through any 
subterfuge a permit to engage in that 
business again perhaps fer years. 

“Tt strikes me that it would be fair 
to allow a saloon keeper to sell his 
license when he desired to quit business 
or to transfer it to another place whet- 
ever he wished to remove to a bettcr 
neighborhood. Neither of these things 
can be done at present. 

“The salability of a license would in- 
crease its value and this aga'n would 
serve as a check on the tendency of the 
licensee to endanger it by breaking the 
law. 

“Mushroom” Hotels Feared. 

“T am not quite sure that permitting 
the sale of liquor in hotels on Sundays 
or at other times forbiddef by the lw 
would be a safe undertaking. It has 
been pointed out to me that the practice 
might encourage a great nutnber of 
‘mushroom’ hotels to come intc being. 
Eugene Angert, however, assures me 
that in New York, where the peru.ission 
is given, there is little trouble. I feel 
that proper regulations—such as tie de- 
fining of what shall constitute a ho.el— 
would obviate the abuse of the privileze. 

“IT have been in office so short a time 
that I cannot speak from experience re- 
garding the practical working of the 
regulations the Citizens’ Defense Com- 
mittee recommends. I know that the 
subcommittee investigated the subject of 
regulation very thoroughly and I have 
great confidence In them. I am sure 
they have kept in mind what is fair to 
the saloon keeper as well ag beneficial 
to the city.”

SUNDAY DRINKING 
IN HOTELS OPPOSED 


According to L. F. Padberg, 3901. South 
Broadway, president of the Liquor Deal- 
ers’ Benevolent Association, tle leading 
saloon keepers’ organization in St. Louis, 
the saloon keepers are asking nothing 
but the strict enforcement of the laws 
as they now stand. 

“Some of these changes in the brain 
shop laws proposed by the Citizens’ De- 
fense Committee,’’ Padberg told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, ‘‘would bring about 
an era of crime for which it is intend- 
ed to make decent suloon keepers the 
scapegoats. It would mean a return of 
the days that we used to have before 
Mulvihill was Excise Commissioner, 

“There is one thing we all give Mul- 
vihill credit for—he separated the sa- 
loon from immorality. Now here comes 
the Citizens’ Defense Committee and 
wants to allow hotels to serve drinks in 
rooms on Sunday. What will be a hotel 
under this proposed new law? Isn’t it 
easy to imagine the condition of affairs 
that would be brought about? We have 
enough hotels of that kind now, where 
girls and women drink and get drunk. 


Higher License Not Wanted. 
“The saloon keeper does not want a 





of saloons in St, Louis will quit busi- 
ness. 

“It’s easy enough to understand. It} 
requires a minimum of $2500 capital to 
start a first-class saloon. Let the man 
that wants to go into the saloon busi- 
ness raise that money (for himself. 
Make the breweries relinquish their 
leaseholds on the saloons. When a 
man has $2500 or more of his own money 
at stake he has a sense of responsibility 
and also some respect for the law. 

“Then, further, the Citizens’ Defense 
Committee proposes to license those 
abominations known as lid clubs by a 
tax of $250. The very fact that anyone 
applies for a license for a lid club should 
be prima facie evidence against him 
that he is a law violator. 

“All that the saloon keepers ask is 
that the law be enforced to the letter. 
Make the grocers and the drug store 
keepers and the lid clubs hang out 
saloon signs, wherever they sell liquor, 
and make them take out a dramshop 
license. 

‘Why should the saloon keepers have 
their licenses raised and then other per- 
sons, who would pay practically no 
license, be allowed to appropriate their 
business on 62 days of the year? If 
anybody is going to sell liquor on Sun- 
day, let the saloon keeper sell, it—say 
from 2 p. m. to midnight. It’s his busi- 
ness, not that of the hotels and the 
groceries and the drug stores and the 
Hd. clubs, and he pays high for the 
privilege.”’ : 

Pat Carmody, 713 North Eighth street, 
read a summary of the recemmenda- 
tions of the Citizéns’. Defense Commit- 
tee for preposed changes in the dram- 
shop laws, and said:. 

“Tt they go through, then I want to 
start a hotel. If I get a hotel, I'll think 
that .provision for. the hotel keepers to 
pay $600 extra and sell on Sundays a 
great’ thing. As to the rest ef that 
program, I don’t think much of it.” 

Henry G. Eberhardt, State secretary 

of the Liquor Dealers’ Benevolent As- 
sociation, said: 
“Tam opposed to a higher license. 
We are not making ends meet now and 
while I would like to see fewer saloons 
I am not in favor of putting anybody 
out of business to let the Severe” ones 
prosper. 

“The question of allowing the hotels 
to sell on Sunday by payment of a $600 
additional tax is new and ought to be 
considered. I haven’t reached any opin- 
ion on that subject. But as to licensing 
the lid clubs, at a tax of $260, I think 
that’s absurd. The lid clubs are noth- 
ing but disorderly saloons that bring 
bad repute to the legitimate traffic. 
Either put them out of business or 
make them pay the full tax and submit 
to the Excise Commissioner.” 

Tom Scully, secretary of the St. Louls 
branch of the Liquor Dealers’ Benevo- 
lent Association, favors the proposed 
changes in the law with the exception 
of that one which would license lid 
clubs at a tax of $260.

Most Worked Pitcher in 
American League Fails 
to Obtain Full Credit 





With Almost Last-Place Support Walter John- 
son Made Two Records in Base- 
ball During 1910. 





Chief Bender may be the proud pos- 
sessor of the title of the premier of 
American League pitchers by virtue of 
his having won the largest percentag®s 
of games played during the season of 
1910. 

But there is another hero of the oase- 
ball world whose efforts shouid not 
forever remain unsung. Sure he has 
never been a member of a worjd’s 
championship team, no, not even of a 
pennant winning team. 

On the contrary, his club has never 
even risen from the second division, 
and for many. seasons were the un- 
disputed holders of the title of ‘‘cellar 
champs.” He has never been heralded 
as the champion pitcher of the league 
with which he has been identified, but 
still has been known as one of its best 
pitchers and most valuable assets, and 
it has been said by many experts that 
if he had a team lIiike the Athletics, 
the Cubs or the New York Giants, the 
great Christy Mathewson would have 
to look to his laurels. The gentleman 
who has called forth all these en- 
cominums is Walter Johnson ef the 
Washington Nationals. 

While, as before mentioned, Johnson 
has never held the title of champion 


season of 1910 he held two records of 
which no twirler need feel ashamed. 

In the first place he was the hardest 
worked siabster in the League, having 
been called to the mound te partici- 
pate in 3732-8 innings, 42 games in all, 
25 of. which he won, having a percent- 
age of .595; not so bad when one con-

Ed. Walsh of Chicago was Johnson’s 
nearest rival in point of service, taking 
part in 3692-3 innings, just four less 
than the man from Idaho.

The other record secured by the in- 
domitable Walter is one he can indeed 
be proud of, and one that will without 
doubt stand for a long time to come— 
the strikeout record, not only for the 
season of 1910, but also for all during 
the history of major league ball. 

Johnson, during the season, struck out 
no less than 313 batters: Up to this 
time the record was held by that for- 
mer great, albeit somewhat erratic 
pitcher, Rube Waddell, who in 190 
struck out 801 batsmen. 


Johnson passed this mark on Sept 
2, when he fanned 11 of the St. Louis 
Browns at St. Louis, bringing his mark 
up to 803. In addition to making the 
Brownies punch’ holes in the air upon 
this auspicious day of his career, the 
Idaho Wonder held them to one lonely 
hit, a single by Truesdale. 

His greatest feat of making them hit 
the air was on Aug. 31, when 14 of the 
St.. Loulsg Browns were his victims. His 
next best record was against the same

In an interview Bernard Ginsburg,

The of- 
ficers and crew were unaware that the 
voyage to the Cuban waters had caused 
anxiety. 

The arrival this morning Was re- 
ported to the Navy Department, short- 
ly after 4 o’clock this afternoon by Com- 
mander Shaw. His report, made with- 
out comment, means that the vessel 
arrived in good condition. Nothing is 
known in Washington as to the origin 
of the report that the gunboat had met 
with disaster. 

The wife of one of the officers is 
critically ill here and every measure 
was adopted to prevent any hint of the 
rumor reaching her for fear of a dis- 
astrous effect. The Wheeling sailed 
from New York Jan. 22 for Guantana- 
mo. She is en route for duty in Cen- 
tral American waters. 


FRUIT MEN GET HEARING

Interstate Commissioner Harlan

Interstate Commerce Commissioner 
Harlan conducted a hearing Saturday 
at the Hotel Jefferson that was of 
interest to loca] fruit and produce 
dealers involving the right of the 
Wabash Railroad to monopolize the 
auction sales of fruit and produce at 
its Carr and Collins street warehouse. 

The hearing came up on the ‘com- 
plaint of the Southwestern Produce 
Distributing Co. against the Wabash 
Rallroad, alleging that the road gave 
the exclusive right to sell fruit and 
produce at auction to the American 
Central Fruit Auction Co. 

The allegations stated that six 
months ago the Southwestern com- 
pany and the St. Louis Fruit Auction 
Co. made application to the Wabash 
for permission to hold auction sales 
on the alternate days not used by the 
American company. This company 
holds auction sales on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays. The other 
company wanted to sell on Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays, but was 
refused. Then suit’ was brought be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission alleging that the Wabash and 
the American company were combin- 
ing In restraint of trade, 

Testimony heard Saturday by Com- 
missioner Harlan showed that no 
matter on what line fruit and produce 
to be gold at auction arrived in St. 
Louis it was transferred by the Ter- 
minal to the Wabash house.

WILL EMPLOY. 500 MEN 


Engine Operated by Oil at 
Small Cost Does Away With 
Smoke. 





The newly incorporated Busch-Sulzer- 
Diesel Engine Co., of which Adolphus 
Busch is the head,-will soon build a 
$1,000,000 factory which will employ 600 
men. It is not certain that this factory 
will be in St. Louis. Adolphus and 
August A. Busch, president and vice- 
president of the company respectively, 
wish to build the factory in St. Louis 
if good business policy will warrant it, 
because the majority of their great in- 
dustries are here, according to a state- 
ment given out by the company last 
night. 

They have been told by some of the 
best engineers and largest manufac- 
turers that St. Louis is not the logical 
point at which to build the factofy be- 
cause of the scarcity here of high-class 
mechanical labor needed in such a plant. 

Capital Is $2,100,000. 

The company has a capital of $2,100,- 
000. James R. Harris is its, second vice- 
president and general manager. The 
directors are Edward A. Faust, E. D. 
Meier, presidesit of the American So- 
ciety of Engineers, New York; Robert 
Sulzer, an engine manufacturer of 
Switzerland; Rudolph Diesel, engineer, 
Munich, Germany; Eugene Angert and 
Daniel N. Kirby, attorneys, St. Louis. 

Two other directors, one a banker of 
St. Louis, and a secretary and treasurer 
remain-to be appointed. 

The Diesel engine, which this com- 
pany will make, is an internal. oil com- 
bustion engine and is built’ both as a 
two-cycle and a four-cycle engine. Or- 
dinary crude oil is used. There are no 
boilers and the fuel oil is not used 
as is gasoline in automobile engines. 

The cylinders of the Diesel, in ‘which 
the power is developed and applied, con- 
tain nothing but air until the *“compres- 
sion’’ stroke has been completed. 

Principle of the Engine. 

Oil which is atomized by air into a 
fine spray is then introduced. This 
being ignited by the heat of the com- 
pressed air generates’'a steady pressure 
which pushes out the piston. 

It is asserted by that the fuel cost of 
a Diesel engine is only one-third the 
cost of other fuel for correspon@ing 
power, Oil fuel does away with the 
smoke nuisance, too. 

The French Navy has equipped all its 
submarines with Diesel engines and the 
Italian Navy is doing the same. The 
officers of this new company say that 
soon the oil fuel engine will displace all 
other marine engines.

City Is Believed to Be on Verge 
of Unprecedented Revival in 
Real Estate. 


MONEY TO BE AVAILABLE 


Both the Downtown and the 
Outlying Districts to Feel 
Stimulating Effect. 


CHARTER TO BE AN AID 


A. O. Rule Says New Code Will 
Open Way for Many 
Improvements. 


Developments of January herald a gen- 
eral revival during the spring and sum- 
mer in St. Louis realty and building op- 
erations. Including an unusual number 
of apartment hotel, office and depart- 
ment stores, the outlay that must 
be forthcoming will drain, to 
some extent, the enormous  over- 
plus of the Sst. Louis banks and 
trust companies. The local cash supply 
probably will be augmented by the sur- 
plus from the insurance companies, 
which are showing a disposition to in- 
vest their money in St. Louis realty se- 
curities. The Equitable Life Insurance 
Co., according to reports, already has 
consented’ to furnish the funds for the 
erection of a cloud-plercing structure 
which will form the axis of the business 
center. 

Money will be available during the 
year at unprecedented rates, for all 
legitimate realty and building opera- 
tions. This will cause the introduction 
of new, and the awakening of old pro- 
jects in both the residential and com- 
meroial districts of the city, whose de- 
velopment heretofore has been preclud- 
ed by a dearth of financial facilities. 
The theater of realty and building op- 
erations during the year will be of 
comprehensive scope, many parts of 
downtown St. Louis which have been 
‘dormant = awaxened. 


Cha r Expected to Aid, 
With the Oaootion of the new charter, 


according to A. O. Rule, president of the 
Real Estate Exchange, the city will be 
unhampered, the way being made clear 
for the execution of several projects, in- 
cluding a subway, which is an imper- 
ative necessity in the development of the 
territory contiguous to St. Louis. 

The downtown and uptown sections of 
the city, aecording to the present fore- 
cast, will be the prime centers of de- 
velopment. Washington avenue and 
Olive street, will be characterized by 
the largest and most important opera- 
tions, while Grand avenue will be the 
leading uptown center of activity. 

The 22-story department store building 
projected for the Barr block, bounde‘l 
by Sixth, Olive, Locust and Seventh 
streets, will, if reports are true, be erect- 
ed coincidently with another building of 
equal pretensions. The latter, together 
with a large hotel, is befng projecced 
by a New York broker, who is in St. 
Louts, and who represents one of the 
wealthiest estates in the city. This 
operator has demonstrated his caliber in 
the St. Louis realty market, which from 
this time forward will feel the simulus 
of his presence. 

Olive street is likely to play a promi- 
nent part in the year’s developments, 
contemplated improvements embracing 
a number of corners on this street, in- 
cluding the southwest corner of Twelfth 
street for which Aan office building with 
a hotel is proposed. 


Site for Wholesale House. 
The Lionberger block fronting on 


Bighteenth street between Pine and 
Chestnut streets, is attracting capitalis- 
tic attention, the probabilities being 
that it*soon will be acquired as a site 
for a big wholesale building or a hotel 
for which its proximity to Union Station 
makes it especially valuable. This will 
form the nucleus of the development 
south of Olive street, which is now, ac- 
cording to shrewd operators, a gold 
mine for realty profits, prices there 
still being at comparatively.low figures. 

More than a dozen big Suildings are 
projected for Washington avenue as 
homes for large wholesale concerns, 
but owing to their magnitude they will 
necessarily be slow of completion. They 
promise to complete the solid constric- 
tion or Washington avenue between 
Twelfth and Eighteenth streets, as a 
wholesale center. 

Grand and Olive street is scheduled

for another hotel with a theater attach- 
ment, while on Grand avenue between 
Windsor place and Sell uvenue, the 
proposed new Masonic Temple building, 
with a theater, will be erected at a cost 
of $760,000. This street, it is believed, 
is destined to become the great dividing 
artery of the city. 

The prospective expenditures in rafl- 
road and factory centers cannot be over- 
looked, but the railroads and private 
interests are working under cover, in 
order not to embarrass their plans.

Activity in Apartments. 

In apartment house building, South St. 
Louis will probably vie with North 8t. 
Louis, the Tower Grove Heights district 
in the former, and the West End in the 
latter, leading this movement. The im- 
proved rental situation nas made apart- 
ment houses strong mediums of specu- 
lative and investment operations. Plans 
are being developed for many--improve- 
ments of this character, that will form 
notable features of the year. 

University City and Washington 
Heights, which was divided by large 
auction sales, will be enlivened cen- 
ters. More than $10,000,000, it is 
estimated, will be devoted to build- 
ing there during the spring and 
summer. The improvements will be 
of a high character, making for val- 
ues that will involve large profits to 
speculative auction purchases. 

The section on the north side of 
Forest Park will take on a changed 
aspect with the removal of the Rock 
Island terminals there, which Festus 
J. Wade said yesterday will be effected 
Aug. 156, 1911.

This continued until the men had

On the same night that the banks 
at Waterville, Kan., were robbed the 
safe of a bank at Driftwood, OK., was 
blown and $2300 taxen. The details 
are interesting as being typical of 
cases where, unlike that at Water- 
ville, the automobile which had 
brought the robbers was not actuai- 
ly seen, and yet there were many in- 
dications that one had been used.

is mutual attraction between the par-/ 
t'cle and particle, it may well be‘ 


argued that the earth cannot exert! 


any pul] upon itself; the earth is in 


a state of equilibrium, and its weight 
is therefore less than that of the 
proverbial feather. 

But it is not the pull of the earth 
upon itself that is under considera- 
tion. Weighing the earth consists of 
ascertaining tne quantity of matter 
which the earth contains, or, in other 
words, aah its mass or den- 
sity. This is e by comparing it 
with the density of water. — 

For example, a cubie centimeter 
of water weighs one gram: a cubic 
centimeter of silver we'ghs 10 1-2

The favorite is Theory One. It’s 
Number One because everybody 
knows it already. It is the only one 
Director Durand has paid much at- 
tention to thus far. 

Since it wag discovered between 
1870 and 1880 that the majority 
of New England counties were los- 
ing population fast, it has been taken 
for granted that the cities were 
taking the “bone and sinew” of the 
“ounty away from the fields. The 
first discovery of the number of 
farms which had been “abandoned” 
in the New England States shocked 
the country into believing that what- 
ever the towns gain, the county loses. 
This has been Theory Number One, 
or the Rural Ruin Theory, for thirty 
vears, or ever since the abandoned 
farms sensation was first sprung 
from New England. 


It is not a favorite with Director 
Durand. He rejects it cfficially as 
an explanation for his official map 
of the ten Central States which seem 
to have been struck by a cyclone 
after their losing counties have been 
Officially mapped in black. ea 

“While there has been probably a‘ 
somewhat greater difference between | 
the rate of growth of urban popula-) 
tion and of rural population dur-, 
ing the last decade than during the) 
preceding,” the Director of the Cen- 
Sug writes, “the difference was not 
as great ag during the decade of 
1880 to 1890, or as'it was in most of 
the earliest decades. The conclu- 
sion cannot, therefore, be safely 
drawn that there is, in any broad 
sense, an increasing tendency by the 
population to leave the country and 
g0 to the city.”

which lie in a block as the richest 
rural region of the United States or 
the world. That explained .contra- 
diction is what the figures show as 
the central problem of the census. 

As Missouri and lowa are now in- 
cluded in what has been called, un- 
til now, “the abandoned farms area,” 
the evidence is for the first time 
unmistakable that the area of sup 
posed “Rural Ruin” has crossed the 
Mississippi River. Still no one 
knows of an abandoned farm in 
Missouri or Iowa, 

These counties. which have been 
printed black on the census ma? 
of population will be printed on 
the maps of increase in wealth as 
inHabited by farmers who, with their} 
families, are worth “per capita” now,) 
in land, farm animals, buildings, 
machinery and money, much more 
than they ever were before. The 
increase in the number of counties’ 
blackened by loss of population i* 
shown to he heaviest bv Director 
Durand in Missouvi and Iowa. 

In explaining this magazine map, 
he savs: 

“It will be seen that in Indiana.

Yet this most unpleasant habit, like most of our 
bad manners, is directly traceable to the speed at 
which we live. 

Constant and generally unnecessary hurry and

The total number of cattle in Holland is esti- 
mated at nearly 2,000,000, more than half of which 
are milch cows.

Quainter char- 
acters abound in Brown County. There are scorés 
of its older inhabitants who have never seen a 
railroad train, and ox-carts are a popular mode 
of travel in many localities. 

A visit to tne county seat is like a visit to a 
country town of 75 years ago. There is .carcely 
a sign of modern civilization after one crosses 
the line into Brown County, 12 miles due west of 
Columbus, Ind., which is a thriving, up-to-date 
city of some 10,000 souls. The country becomes 
hilly about a mile before the county line is 
reached. The level, fenced-in farms of Bartholo- 
mew County give way to tracts of uneven ground 
covered with rocks and trees, with occas‘onal 
strips of tillable soil. The tract on which the 
center of population stands is typical of the entire 
county. 

With the exception of Nashville's 600 there is 
not a town or even a vitlage of any size within 
its borders. Its few thousand inhabitants are 
scattered about on farms, more of them living 
in log cabins than in anything like modern build- 
ings. Few farm houses are visible from the 
county pike. 

Every half mile or go little wagon tracks—they 
cannot be called lead off from the pike 
and on them are situated the little farms where 
dwell the Brown County folks. The farms are as 
poor as any that are to be found in the Kentucky 
mountains, which means that they produce barely
